Tenn., March 29.—(/)— 
Circle, Ark., 
broke at 5:30 p. m., today, according 
to a telephone communication reaching 
the office of the United States dis- 
trict engineer here late tonight. 

About 2,000 persons, 200 of whom 
are white, were driven from their 
homes by the flood waters, which 
poured into the thousands of acres 
of alluvial farm lands. 

The levee reported carried away at 
3 oclock was later denied by United 
States government officials who heard 
that the levee had only been partially 
broken. 

Major D. H. Connolly, in charge of 
the first and second levee districts, 
received a telephone communication 
at 3:30 oelock this afternoon from 
Snow Lake, the only town in the 
flooded basin, that the levee had. not

broken, but that the report was cir- 


culated when goverument boats sound- 
e] warning whistles that the break ap- 
peared imminent. 

It was not until 11:45 o'clock to- 
night that Gilliam Rolfe, in charge of 
revetment work, was able to reach a 
telephone’ and advise Major Connolly 


that the remaining portion of the levee | 


had tumbled into the river.

News.)—Additotmal Red Cross relief 
units will be ordered immediately to 
the flood districts at Knowlton, Ark., 
and the vicinity where breaks in the 


Mississippi river levee have been re- | 
ported, Douglas Griesemer, director of | 


publie information announced tonight. 

“The Red Cross anticipat: ! break- 
ing of the levee at points along the 
southern Mississippi river,” Griese- 
mer said, “and although relief units 
are in the vicinity, additional aid will 
be ordered to proceed to the newly 
inundated districts at once.” 

He said that army officials through- 
out the flood areas are cooperating 
with the Red Cross in relief work, 
and that an effort will be made to have 
tents and food sent. to Knowlton 
without delay. 

Following reports of rapidly rising 
waters at Natchez and Artonish, Miss., 
and Marksville and Angola, La., 
R. Buchanan, assistant national direc- 
tor of disaster relief for the Red 
Cross, left Washington last ‘aight to 
take charge of operations in the flood 
districts.

OLD MAN ASKS “SOMEONE” TO JUST “TURN BOB LOOSE” 


“Bob,” His Dog, Is Missing

If vou don't care for dogs, it scarce-4 
ly will be worth your while reading 
further of this yarn. 

For the only provocation shites- 
ever for its creation is embraced in 
the fact that a dog happened to love 
an 80-year-old man, and because that 
80-year-old n° n reciprocated that love 
a thousand-fold. 

Otherwise, this is merely another 
one of those “sob stories.” 

The man is “Uncle Alec” Mable, 
who, it may truthfully be said, is 


loved by everyone in the neighborhood 
| of Mableton, Ga., in Cobb county, 
| where the veteran resides and where 
‘his sire before him lived. The dog is 
| “Bob.” a five-year-old bird dog, and 
_reputed by many Atlanta sportsmen 
as being one of the best dogs that 
ever retrieved game. 

If you:were to visit “Uncle Alec” 
today, you would find a_ dejected, 
_white-haired farmer whose decling 
years seem to be shadowed by. a poign- 
ant sorrow. If you had known him 
before, you would at once note the 
absence of his customary geniality— 
and the absence, at his side, of “Bob,” 
his constant companion. 

Five years ago, “Uncle Alec” re- 
ceived a tiny, squirming little pup. 
The little fellow traveled from North 
Carolina in a box but he appeared 
to realize that such trials and trib- 
ulations are part of a “dog's life.” 
So he didn’t howl or f-et, but. instant- 
ly made up to his new master—the 
gentle, smiling, white-haired old man 
who fondled him to his breast and 
fetched milk and morsels to fill that 
void that had been created during the 
long journey in the baggage car. 

Uncle Alec named his little orphan 
“Bob.” Being a huntsman of dis- 
tinction, Unele Alec trained Bob in 
all the art of his breed. So capable 
did the growing dog become that At- 
lanta nimrods began to seek his serv- 
ices, with the result that he was in 


constant demand. But Bob would 
work only for his Uncle Alec—so the 
two became inseparable. During the 
season, master and dog would tramp 
all day long and regardless where a 
bird fell, Bob would bring the bag 
to the feet of the only master he 
knew—Uncle Alec. 

Years passed and the two entered 
upon that u—derstanding that ‘exists 
only between man and dog. Uncle 
Alec, as elder of the Presbyterian 
church near his home, treked to the 
church each Sunday. And Bob wait- 


ed outside, And when in winter the 
aged man returned homé to read _ he- 
ye the fireplace, only Bob sat with 

im. 

Last Tuesday. Uncle Alee was hus- 
ily engaged within his home and Bob 
was rambling over the fields alone. 
He never returned. A negro who 
knew the dog and knew his almost 
eonstant attendance at his master's 
side, was surprised to see two white 
men in a large, gray automobile, stop, 
and after lifting Bob into the ma- 
chine, make off down the road towards 
Marietta. So the negro reported it 
to Uncle Alec. 

That's the end of the “sob story.’ 
Perhaps it’s the end of Bob so far as 
Uncle Alec i concerned. But there 
is one feature of the story that is not 
yet ended. Uncle Alec has a broken 
heart—and such a broken heart as 
only may be suffered by a man who 
has lost his beloved dog. That ache 
isn’t ended yet. 

“I don’t want those men to bring 
Bob back to me,” Uncle Alee says. 
“Just turn him loose—I don’t care 
if he’s = miles away, hell come 
back to his Uncle Alec. Just turn 
"im loose.” 

It seems a mighty simple way to 
mend an old man’s heart—by simply 
releasing a dog. 

But if you don’t care for dogs, 
you'll agree that it is merely another

“Shift the frequencies of all broad- 
casting stations fire kilocyeles and you 
will eliminate interference,” FE, A. 
Beane, department of commerce super- 
visor of radio for the Chicago -dis- 
triet, declared during the first day 
of public hearings. 

How this will remove the bngahoo | 
of radio listeners is a mystery to the, 
uninitiated, but theoretically and 
mathematically it works out, engineers 
agreed, 

J. H. Dellenger, of the bureau of 
standards, backed Beane in his sug- 
gestion, and told the commission ex- 
periments conducted by the bureau and 
the navy department proved to be 
true, 


All On Even Numbers. 

At the present time all kilocycle 
frequencies of broadcasting stations are 
on even numbers and at intervals 
of 10. Beane'’s suggestion would con- 
tinue the same interval but shift the 


frequency to an odd number. For 
example, a station broadcasting at 
260 would be shifted to 265 or 255. 
You can't figure it out for yourself.

NEW TROOPS LAND 
BENEATH MUZZLES 
OF CHINESE. GUNS 


English Sailors Engage 
Orientals in Slight Skir- 
mish at Changsa; Sur- 
render Demanded. 


CHINESE GENERAL 
PLANS PUNISHMENT 


Commander at Wuhu Of- 
ficially Demands Indem- 
ity of $87,500 After City 
Is Shelled.

Shanghai, March 29. — (Uniteds 
News.)—(11:30 p. m:)—While the 
guns of Chinese river forts menaced 
foreign ships Great Britain and 
France tonight ordered additiogal 
troops to Shanghai. 

From Hongkong and French Indo- 
China word of new troop movements 
reached the citr. 

As the nationalist government held 
its first meeting since’ capture of 
Shanghai anti-foreign sentiment in 
Yangtze river towns and in others 
further inland increased. Following 
a slight engagement between British 
sailors and Chinese at Changsha, the 
Chinese commissioner of foreign af- 
fairs demanded that British sailors 
involved in the clash be surrendered 
‘to permit us to take drastic action.” 

An indemnity of approximately 
$87,500 from the British authorities 
who fired on the city was demanded 
by the Chinese commander at Wuhu. 

Ultimatum Delivered. 

The demand was made in the form 
of an ultimatum. It stated that the 
British must “pay $2,500 fer each of 
35 Chinese drowned many weeks age 
when a British merchant vessel struck 
a launch. Otherwise, it warned, the 
captain of the steamer would . be 
seized. 

Changsha became the poiat of chief 
anti-foreign deinonstration ‘Tuesday. 
Immediate evacuation of all British 
nationals from that place, which is 
in Hunan province on the Siang river, 
was ordered by the authorities. The 
Chinese commissioner of foreign af- 
fairs also demanded withdrawal of 
British warships and was understood 


to have proclaimed that al] extra- 
territorial rights formerly held by 
British subjects there had been can- 
celled. British officials here received 


| dispatches stating that the situation in 


Changsha was extremely bad. 

At both Wuhn and Nanking guns 
mounted by Chinese on high points 
overlooking the river were in position 
to fire on foreign vessels at any mo- 


ment. 
More Armored Cars. 


British officials received word that 
more armored cars and additional ar- 
tillery and infantry units had been 
ordered rushed from Honkong Tues- 
day. The units consisted of the first. 
field brigade, the fourth pack pfi- 
gade and a signal detachment of the 
British royal artillery. They were to 
be accompanied by the thirteenth in-

Sam J. Slate Makes Rec- 
ommendations in Report 
on Comptroller’s Depart- 
ment; Ircreased Rev- 
enue Shown. 


All revenue collected by the state 
in taxation should be handled through 
one central office with one >fficial 
responsible as the head of such a de- 
partment, according to recommenda- 
tions made public Tuesday by Sam J. 
Slate, state auditor, in submitting to 
the governor a report of his audit of 
the books of the state comptroller s 
department, covering the years 1924, 
1925 and 1926. 

The auditor recommends in addi- 
tion that increased activity be shown 
in collection of delinquent taxes of 
all kinds; suggested that county. tax 
collectors be made deputy sheriffs for 
the purpose of collecting delinquent 
taxes: recommended abandonment of

Increases Shown. 

Figures made publie by the auditor 
show that the-increase in taxes col- 
lected for ad valorem tax levies, in- 
heritance taxes and _ public utility 
taxes increased from approximately 
$12,000,000 “in 1924 to approximately 
$14,000,000 in 1926. Fulton county 
with payment of %1,763,021 led all 
the counties in the state in payment 
of taxes. Figures quoted by the aydi- 
tor as part of the state's revenue do 
not include money collected from the 
gasoline tax, cigarette and cigar tax 
and other special taxes which are col- 
lected through other departments and 
bring the state’s total.revenue up to 
approximately $22,000,000 annually. 

Auditor Slate complimented the 
staff of Comptroller General William 
A. Wright for the efficiency with 
which the affairs of the office have 
been handled. He complimented Gen- 
eral Wright and his chief clerk, Wil- 
liam B. Harfrison, for the manner in 
which they have directed the affairs 
of the department. 

Auditor’s Views. 

In commenting on the report, Au- 
ditor Slate said: 

“We have carefully analyzed the 
collection of taxes through the office 
of the comptroller general so that leg- 
islation that would improve collec: 
tions can be carefully considered in 
the light of results now accomplished. 
Eventually Georgia should have one 
central department whose sole duty 
should be to collect the revenue of 
the state and all collections of all 
revenue should pass through one cen- 
tral department so that we may have 
in one office all financial records per- 
taining to revenue collected and that 
responsibility, control and authority 
may not be divided but lodged in one 
official of the state. 

“The recommendations we 
make, the objective of which 
be a more systematic system 
lecting state taxes, have been 
edly urged by the comptroller general 
in clear, forceful arguments in his 
report for the last 25 years, but we 
desire to reiterate them, sustained 
by figures for the last three years, to 
see if attention cannot be focalized 
upon them. 

“Comptroller General Wright has 
served the state ably and acceptably 
for 50 years and has in many reports 
endeavored to bring to legislative at- 
tention the need of improvement. 


State Is Blamed. 


“Our state has never set up ma- 
chinery necessary for the proper col- 
lection of taxes. Both the comp- 
troller general and his efficient as- 
sistants are to be recommended and 
congratulated upon the showing that 
has been made year by year, in spite 
of tax Jaws and tax machinery framed 
to collect about a million dollars, 
while now the’ eollections in the 
comptroller general's office are about 
$17.000,000 and in all that time no 
additional’ clerical help was provided 
by the legislature, unless additional 
duties were imposed so onerous as 
to require all the time of the clerical 
assistance furnished. 

“The time has now come, with 
heavy increase in expenditure and with 
heavy volume of collections, for the 
state to be more diligent in an effort 
to eollect her delinquent taxes. The 
needs of the state are great; govern- 
mental operations cover more and more 
scope but we should not ask for ad-

SETS WORTHY EXAMPLE.

The Case of President Tyler. 

Then there was the historie case 
of President John Tyler who, having 
been elected viee president’ by - the 
whig partys in 1840, succeeded to the 
presidency on the death of President 
Harrison just a month after his in- 
auguration. Tyler vetoed several pet 
measures of his party under the domi- 
nant leadership ef Henry Clay and be- 
came persona non grata to such a 
degree that he was read out’ of the 
whig party, ostracised to the demo- 
crats, and a constitutional amend- 
ment proposed to abolish the veto 
power of the president. 

Matters were tending strongly to- 
ward the democrats adopting Tyler 
and nominating him as their candi- 
date for the .presidency in 1844. 

But, while in’ the white house and 
being a widower, he met the charm- 
ing Miss Gardner, of New York, ana 
married her. The lady was a member 
of the Roman Catholic church and 
when that fact became known to the 
country/it ended all movement toward 
making Tyler the democratic nomi- 
nee for the next term. When the con- 
vention met in Baltimore in 1844 
did not receive a single vote, but a

abandoned. It was said that he with-

A Very Delicate Adventure. 


If Governor Smith is really going 
to speak personally to the people 
about his religious status his success 
in winning acceptance of it will de- 
pend upon the frankness and delicacy 
with which he handles the subject. 

He knows as well as anyone how 
prevalent and strong is the Protestant 
opposition to placing a Romanist in 
the presidential office in this coun’‘ry. 

He is also wise enough to know 
clearly why that opposition exists; 
that the power of that prejudice does 
not sprrog from and reside merely in 
Protestant bigotry and _ intolerance, 
however the igaorant may voice that 
charge.

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Junior League National 


Civic Improvement Body 
With 16,000 Membership 


History of Founding and Growth of Organiza- 
tion Is Told by National Official—Civic Im- 
provement and Social Service Its Aim.

What is the Junior League? 


This question is one that many peo- 
ple are asking all over the United 
States, and one that national head- 
quarters in New York city finds itself 
constantly called upon to answer. 
What does our organization stand for? 
What do we aim to accomplish? 

Simply, we are this: 16,000 young 
women in 93 cities of the United 
States, two cities in Canada, and one 
in Hawaii, who have formed Junior 


leagues with the intention of “foster- 
ing interest among their members in 
' the social, economic, educational and 
civic conditions of their community, 
and making efficient their volunteer 
service,” 


The Junior League represents a 
really serious endeavor on the part 
of the young woman of leisure to 
bring herself into close touch with the 
activities of the community in which 
she is living. 

Foreigners who come to Amexica 
say: “But, with all your wealth, 
why is it that you have no leisure 
class in America? Everyone is work- 
ing—you have no patrons of the arts, 
all the men and even most of your 
women have jobs.” Perhaps it is true, 
that we have no leisure class, if 
leisure means idleness. But it is the 
refutation of that definition which is 
the very basis of the creation of the 
Junior League. The young woman of 
leisure graduates from school or from 
college. She finds herself living in a 
community about which she knows 
nothing, With a great deal of time 
at her disposal, und the restless spirit 
and desire for action which typifies 
the American girl, she desires to find 
some point of contact between herself 
and the life that is going on about her. 
She wants to contribute something to 
the progress of her city, and to learp 
something in return, which can only 
be obtained by actual contact with the

Founded in 1901. 


It was this desire for service which 

rompted the organization of the New 

ork league in 1901. The idea of 80 
debutantes of that season to form a 
flower committee which would dis- 
tribute among the hospitals the monu- 
mental floral tributes which they re- 
ceived for their debuts, was a very 
small beginning of a movement which 
has grown in scope and purpose and 
is now sweeping the entire country. 

At first the growth of the Junior 
League was a slow one. The New York 
league grew from a flower committee 
to a settlement committee. They co- 
operated with city departments, boards 
of education and health. ‘The girls 
were given a chance to learn how their 
city was administered, the needs- of 
its hospitals, the need for kindergar- 
tens, for clinics. In 1907, working 
with the board of education, they tried 
an experiment which the board had 
long wished to try, but for which 
there had never been sufficient funds 
at their disposal. The Junior League 
realizing the value of this experiment, 
agreed t» pay the salaries of two visit- 
ing teachers who would go from the 
public school and visit the homes of 
those children unable to attend school. 
This venture proved so successful that 
in two years the city itself took ovet 
these visiting teachers, and now every 
school in New York has its regular 
city-paid staff of visiting teachers. But 
it was the Junior League which made 
it financially possible to try out this 
practice so as to convince the city it- 
self of the value of such a measure. 

In 1907, Boston, inspired by the keen 
interest that her New York sisters 
were showing in the various works 
they had undertaken, started a Junior 
League of its own. Then little by little 
leagues began to spring up all over the 
country. In 1910 Brooklyn and TPort- 
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land, Oregon, joined the ranks, and in' 


1912 Baltimore, Cleveland, Montreal.

Philadelphia, San Francisco, and Chi- | 


cago swelled the list of enthusiastic 
Junior Leoguers., 

The year 1911 was an epoch one in 
Junior league history on account of 
the birth of the Junior League Bul- 
Jetin, at that time a four page sheet 
which was published by the board of 
managers of the New York league. 
This humble pamphlet, which has now 
grown irfto a page magazine with 
a circulation of over 16,000 and has 
for the first time appeared this year 
on the public newsstands, was started 
with the idea of conveying Junior 
league news to its subscribers through- 
out the country. It now not only 
serves as a bulletin, but iff addition 
is a current periodical and offers it- 
self as a fine training schoo} for em- 
bryo writers in short stories, poems 
and book reviews. Often girls feeling 
their way in the field of writing have 
gotten their start in the pages of the 
Bulletin, and many of our Junior 
Jeague poets are not without honor in 
other magazines. 

First Conference. 


In 1912 the first national Junior 
league conference was held in New 
York with the six existing leagues in 
attendance. Four new leagues were 
admitted and policies discussed. This 
was the beginning of the conferences 
which have taken place annually since 
1917. Every year two voting dele- 
gates from each league gather in a 
city, voted on the previous year, and 
discuss national policies, adopt neces- 
sary constitutional amendments, and 
settle committee problems. This year 
the conference is to be at Portland, 
Oregon, with an attendance of over 
200 delegates who are to be entertain- 
ed by members of the Portland league. 

Until 1921 the leagues had been 
isolated organizations, meeting once in 
a while to discuss their work, but 
with no solid national tie. In the 
spring of 1921 the Association of 
Junior Leagues of America was form- 
ed by the 30 “vagues then in existence, 
and Mrs. Willard Straight (now Mrs. 
L. K. Elmhirst) elected as national 
president. The board of directors was 
appointed and instructed to draw up 
a constitution and condense the aims 
of leagues into a suitable preamble. 

At this time, most of the work that 
‘ was being done was of a charitable 
nature—baby clinics, hospital- commit- 
tees, a few education committees. and 
flower and entertainment committees 
—hbut the board of directors realizing 
the extent of the opportunities which 
would eventually offer themselves to 
the organization of Junior Leagues of 
America, gave free rein to its imagina- 
tion, and the social, economic, educa- 
tional, and civic fields weve thrown

William J. McKenna, now of Boston 
former JIsoline Campbell, the 
Junior League of Atlanta is due cred: 
the organization's establish- 


charitable work here. 

Mrs. McKenna, while visiting in’ 
New York, conceived the idea of se. | 
curing for this city a branch of the 
National Junior League, and on her 
return in 1915 founded the organiza- 
tion here, 

Working with a nucleus of the 
1915 Debutantes’ club, Mrs. McKenna | 
labored tirelessly to extend the scope 
of the work of the league, and in a} 
short time it boasted of a _ strong 
membership whieh received the idea 
with enthusiasm and entered whole- 
heartedly into plans for charity work. 

The first charity fund was realized 
on the “butterfly ball” held at the 
Piedmont Driving club, and_ this 
money was used to establish the model 
apartment and cooking school which 
the league operated on Forsyth street 
until the outbreak of the war. it was 
then converted into a war camp 
kitchen, and the Junior League did 
excellent work in making pleasant 
conditions surrounding men in mili- 
tary camps about Atlanta. 

Mrs. McKenna was president of the 
league for its first two years’ of 
activity, and soon after she retired 


from this office she went overseas 
with the Y. M. C. A: organization to 
do relief work. She was married in 
1921 to Mr. McKenna, who was a 
major stationed at Camp Gordon, and 
following this event removed with her 
husband to Boston. 


Mrs. McKenna was widely popular 
with league members, who speak of 
her today as one of the most pleasinz 
personalities and éfficient workers for 
relief of suffering Atlanta has ever 
known,

JUNIOR LEAGUE'S MISSION. 


What is the Junior League, and 
what does it do? 

These two questions are so often 
askec in the same breath, that al- 
most vur first consideration should 
be te separate distiictly the one 
from the other. ; 

What the Junior League is, is 
definite, clear, corcise. An organl- 
zation of the young seciety women 
whose objects are: First, to pro- 
mote, among iis members, an in- 
terest iv all kinds of charitable 
and social effort. Second, to bring 
the members in touch with already 
organized philanthropies so _ that 
they may find the sphere of use 
fulness best fiiied to their indi- 
vidual capacity. And, third, to 
raise money for the assistance of 
these organizations in which the 
volunteer workers of the league are 
actively interested. What the Jun- 
ior League does is manifold, often 
experimental, and changing from 
year to year.—From the Bulletin, 


BY JESSIE POTTINGER. 

To form a fair estimate of the Jun- 
ior league, we must see it in relation 
to the community as a whole. Just 
what is its most fundamental pur- 
pose? Some may conceive it t» be an 
organization to raise money to carry 
on its good works, and the excuse for 
the existence of this article is to try 


to show Atlanta what we have done 
with some of our funds in the past and 
present, 

Aside from the money that is raised 
given to the social agencies of 
our city, the Junior league, as a na- 
tional organization, attempts to awak- 
en in its members a knowledze of the 
community, of its people, its needs, its 
activities an! its problems and to let 
each girl see herself in relation to her 
community life, 

Given this conception of 1’ Junior 
league, does it not seem that the most 
valuable of all gifts to a city would be 
the gift by its members of a wider cit- 
izenship in the community life? If the 
organization can he successful in stim- 
ulating in its individual members the 
desire to relieve pain and suffering 
and the sinec:. wish to be of service, 
even though it demands a sacrifice of 
time and energy, and perhaps some day 
be of help isa discovering causes for 
the existence of ills, in addition to 
giving aid, as we now do, when cir- 
cumstances have become acute, then 
the existence of such an organization 
is more than justified. 

Free School Books. 

As an example of one of the serv- 
ices the league has rendered Atlanta, 
in 1920.we started the free distribu- 
tion of sehool books to school chil- 
dren unable to buy them. To Cator 
Woolford is due the credit for stimu- 
lating the interest that resulted in the 
creation of this committee and by his

thegan the work. In 1920 we spent 
about $150 as against $600 in 1926, 
almost $1,000 in 1922, and $900 in 
1924. Since 1920 the city has begun 
to furnish more and more books in 
the schools. 

In 1921 the sum of $450 was giv- 
en to European relief work and also 
in the same year $500 for the Salva- 
tion Army, $400 for the Y. W. C. A. 
for tennis courts at the summer camp. 
During the years 1922-1923, about 
$700 was given to the Martha Can- 
dler Home for Girls, $500 for the 
Five-Way drive, and also $1,000 for 
school books during 1922. 

For a number of years the Girl 
Scouts have been given at least $100 
a year and the Christmas basket com- 
mittee has from $200 to $300 a year 
for its work. There is always a com- 
mittee’ working at base hospital No. 
48 with a fund sufficient to help put 
a little sunshine into the hearts of 
those never-to-be-forgotten soldiers,

it yet demands that nerves be a nega- 
tive quantity. One needs necessarily 
be immune to the disturbing jangle of 
telephone bells, the rumbling ‘shouts 
of “copy boy!” in one’s ear, the whirr 
of telegraph buzzers summoning meés- 
sengers from nearby stations and the 
irritatiniz “click-click” of-telecraph re- 
ceiving instruments, and a thousand 
and one other disturbing factors. 
- Could You Do It? 

Imagine, if you can, the task of 
ecarefull¢ creating thousands of words 
of wha: in the profession is called 
“capy” for the enlightenment of many 
coeede of critical readers who are 
only tod anxious to detect the slight- 
est flaw or inaccuracy—and of doing 
this within a certain time limit and 
under the annoying circumstances 
which 3} have outlined above. How 
many untrained laymen could as much 
as dictate a brief letter without mak- 
ing a mistake under gimilar condi- 
tions? 

The feature of newspaper work as 
I see it is that a newspaper should 
result from such chaos at all. De- 
spite the din of the editorial room, 
the constant noise and rumble of 
voices and metallic crashing of groan- 
ing typewriters, no one appears to

gesture and set down in the constitu- 
tion as the aims of Junior league en- 
deavor, 

After 1921, the association grew by 
leaps and bounds until in 1923 there 
were 63 leagues. In order to establish 
a more vivid contact between each 
league and the national association, 
the country was divided into six ter- 
ritories, and a regional vice president 
appointed in each to serve as liaison 
officer between the leagues of that sec- 
tion and the national association. 

The most important development 
during the next year was that of the 
growing interest in training courses for 
provisional members. Some sort of 
course, varying with the needs of the 
community, was given in almost every 
league to the provisional members 
who were up for election. Speeches 
by heads of various city departments, 
followed by field trips and practical 
work and examination on community 
problems formed the basis of these 
courses, and after a rigorous period 
of real study and practical applica- 
tion, ranging from 10 days to- six 
months, the provisional member who 
passed the examination entered the 
league with a very much clearer idea 
of what it was all about and with 
some knowledge of the problems that 
lay behind the work she was about to 
undertake. It also served to make ef- 
ficient by proper training, the volun- 
teer service of the Junior league gir]. 
who as an untrained worker could 
not offer as intelligent service before 
her practical course as she could aft- 
er a month or two of intensive study. 

The year 1926 saw the appointment 
of a field sqeretary who was to keep 
the leagues all over the country in 
touch with one another, and inspect 
new leagues before their admission to 
the national association. 


Three Important Innovations. 


This winter marks the beginning of 
three yery important steps in the de 
velopment of the Association of Junior 
Leagues of America: the redivision of 
the country into seven sections, the be- 
ginning of the sectional conferences, 
and the starting of a national head- 
quarters in New York city. This rear 
six sections are having sectional con- 
ferences. Three or four delegates from 
each league are invited and the leagues 
have found in these conferences a 
spiendid opportunity to discuss every- 
thing both of general interest to the 
association and of particular interest 
to the individual committees. 

These conferences also make it pos- 
sible for more Junior league girls to 
foregather with leaguers from other 
states, giving them at once the feel- 
to understand the reason for the 
Junior league and the ideals back of it. 
ing of national unity and the ability 

National headquarters with its two 
small rooms, office and sittinzgroom, 
has proved to be a meeting place for 
girls from all over the country.

Then in turn came another 
barbarian horde from the northern 
province of Manchuria and conquered 
the Mongolians, who by that time had 
become assimilated by the Chinese.

Be- 
cause her son was an infant, Tsue 
Hsi the beautiful, became regent, and 
with the acquisition of power by this 
woman began the transfiguration of 


China, 


“For the next 48 years Tsu .Hisi 
was the real ruler of China. 
dowed with great energy and brilliant 
forethought, she controlled 400,000,- 
000 “people to further her insatjable 
ambition -and ruthless~ selfishness. 
And in so doing, she created in the 
minds of her subjects the embryonic 
idea that has blossomed during the 
past six months in China. 

“In the second year of the young 
emperor's reign, he died. Legally, the 
throne should have ~assed to another 
member of the Yellow Girdle clan but 
the empress dowager had become so 
powerful that she was able to violate 
the sacred law of heredity, and placec 
a son of her sister, "wang Su and a 
member of the Red Girdle clan, on 
the seat. And through this coup 
d'etat she retained regency for another 
14 years. 3 

“Impressed by the ruthlessness of 
his aunt, the empress dowager, young 


by becoming ultra-radical, aided and 
abetted by capable teachers from 
Canton, In 1897, realizing the grow- 
ing sentiment throughout the great 
land for reform, he started introducing 
acts which violated scores of the 
sacred customs of ancient Chinese his- 
tory. Within 17 days he introduced 
15 reforms, all of them radical. Con- 
sternation in old, conservative China 
was great as news of the reforms 
spread throughout the land. 
Clamored for Reforms. 

“But China had now tasted of re- 
form and clamored for more. The 
idea that had been merely a germ 
now took roots ‘and budded. When 
Kwang Su attempted to call a halt 
to his radical changes he found it im- 
possible to stem the tide. He was 
incapable to halt the movement which 
had been slow in starting but which 
by now had gained momentum. When 
he did attempt to call a halt, the revo- 
lution against him broke in full fury. 

“Tt was in this revolution that the 
famous Yuan Shi Kai. later to. he 
first president of the Chinese repub- 
lic. entered the scene. It was through 
his intervention that Kwang Su was 
removed from the throne and_ the 
ol dempress dowager substituted, to 
Upon her death- 
bed. the dowager named a son of a 
former lover. Jung Lu, to succeed 
her. The Prince Chun was named 
regent and tried to favor both the 
radicals and the conservatives with

“Dr. Sen Yat Sen, however, was 
doomed to disappointment.

Public senti- 
ment in favor of the republic was too 
strong, however, and: Yuan was forced 
to retract and continue as president 
until his death, 


“Shortly after Yuan’s election as 
president, the world war started. 
Seizing upon this opportunity Japan 
served her infamous 21 demands, 
which virtual. placed all of China 
under Japanese ~ domination. The 
powers in Pekin signed a_ tentative 
agreement but by no means presented 
the whole .of the country. For to the 
masses, these outside pacts and agree- 
ments did not exist. China had cx- 
perienced the singular delight. of rad- 
rcal refor-1s for more than a half cen- 


tury and the country was not yet ap-' 


peased. The movement was now 
started and was not to be stopped 
easily. Having one. broken away 
from the ties of ancient tradition 
without suffering untoward results, all 
of China became intoxicated with the 
taste of comparative freedom and de- 
manded more. And having gained this 
from the country itself, the demands 
naturally extended beyond the border, 
with the result that today we see a 
huge country, intoxicated with the 
exerting its tre- 
mendous power to obtain it. 

“To be more precise as to the ac- 
tual events ! ding up to the present 
troubles, we need only to point to the 
action of certain politicians of north- 
ern China at the conclusion of the 
world war, when they granted impor- 
tant concessions to Japan in exchange 
Japanese gold. The country 
passed into complete control of mil- 
itary barons, much on the order of 
the feudal lords in Europe in the dark 
ages. But despite the many contrast- 
ing chiefs at the head of the various 
warring factions, we stil! see one idea 
which all China harbors in common— 
the demand from the foreign countries 
for the complete frecdom of Cltina 
and the restoration of the wealth of 
the country to the people.

Sauakars Attack and Defend 


Proposed New City Charter 


With a series of charges and coun- 


ter charges, opposing camps :in the 
battle over the proposed city manager 
charter for Atlanta Tuesday fired 
broadsides of shots into each other 
and took the fight direcfly to ‘he 
citizens at two public meetings. 

Horace Russell, councilman from 
the ninth, champion of the new char- 
ter group, led the forces seeking the 
change in city government, while AIl- 
derman William B. Hartsfigld, of the 
third, defended the presefit method 
of city government and declared tha‘ 
a change to the city manager form 
would be “disastrous.” 

Mr. Russell made his attack on the 
present system at a meeting of the 
Laymen’s League of the Liberal 
Christian church Tuesday night, and 
Mr. Hartsfield cited the city ol 
Cleveland as one of the colossal fail- 
ures of the city manager system in a 
speech before the American Business- 
man’s club at the Henry Grady 
hotel. 

Both claimed their positions in- 
fallible, and held, respectively, that 
a change or retention of the present 
system is the only way in which to 
guarantee the future prosperity and 
growth of Atlanta. . 

“Could Not Be Worse.” 

Scoring Mr. Hartsfield for any al- 
lusion to the present license system 
which he dubbed as a “‘disgrace,’’ Mr. 
Russell charged that the _ citizens’ 
charter system, which he heads, is 
willing to go to the people with the 
proposition, declaring “it could not 
be worse.” 

“The present city government must 
immediately increase our tax rate or 
else reduce materially the public 
school program,’’ Mr. Russell charged. 
“Under the new charter, we can at- 
tuin at least five per cent greater 
efficiency in business departments and 
the saving, will operate the schools on 
an adequate program.” 

Mr. Russell also attacked, Mr. 
Hartsfield for objecting to the em- 
ployment of an out-of-town city man- 
ager, and cited several instances in 
which .the present city governmen: 
has gone outside the city to get ex- 
pert advice on matters of engineering. 

“Cost of government in Cleveland, 
the colossal failure of city manager 
form of government for large munic- 
ipalities, has increased $4,000,000 for 
each or the three years it has been 
in vogue there, and names of 40,000 


citizens in that city are now attached 
to a petition seeking tq change ‘the 
government- back to the council- 
mayor form,” Mr. Hartsfield declared 
before the Businessmen’s club. 
Charges Injustice. : 

Mr.*Hartsfield made the feature ad- 
dress at the regular weekly lunchean 
meeting. A large number of members 
attended. 

“In addition to glaring injustices 
which the proposed new charter would 
inflict on the electorate, the one out- 
standing feature of the new system 
would be unequal representation,” the 
speaker charged. “It would be a gov- 
ernment for big interests—owned 
controlled and operated for the big 
man. The little man would be frozen 
out of government. His vote woult 
mean less than nothing. Why, every 
one of the nine members of the new 
board of education under the new 


gharter could come from one ward. 


Two wards of the city coald band 
together under the new system and 
the others would be absointely with- 
out a voice in the city’s affairs. 

“The tax rate could be raised by 
a vote of this same two wards—those 
wards where the new charter has been 
hatched and by persons who are at- 
iempting to put the new charter plan 
over. The big wards could form a 
coalition and representative govern- 
ment in Atlanta would b* a thing 
of the past. The very thing our fore- 
fathers fought for would be defeated 
and a foreign czar imported to dictate 
how every dollar of our money would 
be spent. The legislature would have 
no voice in checking large tax rat» 
increases if the new charter is passed. 
A vote of a majority of the voters 
is all that is necessary. 

“Figures show that Atlanta is the 
second lowest city in operation cost 
per capita in the entire United States. 
These figures were compiled by the 
United States department of com- 
merce. The city which is lower ‘ts 
rot operated on a city manager gov- 
ernment, and no town which is s9 
operated anywhere approaches’ At- 
lanta in the. matter of governmental 
economy.’’

WORK TO: BEGIN 
ON EMORY POOL 


In keeping with the enormous ex- 
pansion program adopted at the last 
meeting of the board of trustees of 
Emory university, contracts are being 
let and work will begun next week 
on a large swimming pool for the 
IXmory campus. According to Presi- 
dent Harvey W. Cox the pool_will be 
modern in all respects, and will be 
built in addition to the proposed new 
lake. 

Approximate cost of the new pool 
will be $20,000. It will be 30 feet 
wide and 90 feet long. It will be 
of concrete nicely smoothed and grad- 
uated from the 2-foot depth to an &- 
foot maximum depth. Showers, dress- 
ing rooms and other modern equip- 
ment will be installed in the new plant. 
A pumping station will be installed in 
the new plant with a system of purifi- 
fication and chlorinating th ewater. 
It should be ready for use by early 
summer. 

The pool is.to be built in the hollow 
immediately behind the university pow- 
er plant, and there will. be a road 
running from the dormitories, around 
the swimming pool and crossing over 
from the new proposed lake and the 
future fraternity row. Work on the 
lake will begin along with the con- 
struction of the new marble chemistry 
building.

‘his sore has completely healed and his 
ceneral health greatly improved, 

The girl, a bright child of 12 years, 
was having serious trouble with her 
sight.
